Reference is made to my memorandum, June 29, 1959, .which 
sets forth in detail the receipts and disbursements of funds received 
from the Communist Party, Soviet Union (CPSU), by the Communist Party 
(CP), USA, through June 22. 1959. As of that date, the CP, USA, had 
received a. total of $196,000 from the CPSU and had expended a total of 
$83,600. The balance of $112,400 was maintained by our top informants 
CG 5824-S and NY 694-S in safe-deposit boxes in Chicago and New York. 

During the period from June 23, 1959, to July 22, 1959, the 
CP, USA, received, an additional $4,000 from the Soviets making the 
total receipts. $200 > 000 and disbursed $8.000 for total expenditures of 
$91.600 leaving a cash balance of $108,400 . There is a balance of 
SlSMftft to -be received, from the CPSU by the CP, USA. 

Concerning the cash balance of $108,400, $64,400 is 
presently maintained by CG 5824-S in his safe-deposit box in Chicago 
and $44,000 by NY 694-S in his safe-deposit box in New York City. 

Concerning the $8,000 expended since June 23, 1959, $5,000 
was given to Isadore Wofsy for the CP, USA, reserve fund. It was 
expected that Wbfsy would use this money to finance the operations of 
the national office, CP, USA, An additional $3,000 was given to, 
William L. Patterson, business manager of "The Worker," to finance the 
publication of this communist organ.

***Based on conversations and observations , in Russia, informnt is 
of the opinion that RusstdnSioansider^ their main objective the deijfldpment 
of wfyat Iftffiy term the new relationship' between the p^S.S.R.^ and JfSAjJThe 
Russignsin informant's opinion in furtherance of their peaceful &oie&fstence 
line- may make certain concessions to the U.S. in a diplomatic sense but 
not on jnatt^s of communi,st ideology. Informant noted that the Russians 
will avoid attracts which would cause a * : .s?tback in the relationship 
between, the ufjS.S.R. and the USA. For example, Mikhail Suslgv said the 
CPSU did, jt'ot s&nd greetings to the CPUSA on the latter 's 40t% anniversary 
and will not send greetings to the 17th National Convention of the CPUSA 
as the^ CPSU believes that this might interfere with U.S. - U.S.S.R. 
relationship. As a further example of Russian thinking along this line, 
informant noted that while in Prague, Czechoslovakia, he met with 
J Lo_wn soj; 3 member of the Central nomm -L+.+.fie t . nPfs7T 1 and edi±ar^in chief of t 
the^ n World Marxist M&yiew*" Romonsov advised informant that they htid 
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inasmuch as Foster *>s article makes certain references- to President 
Eisenhower which the Russians believe would hurt U.S. - U.S.S.R. relation- 
ship. Informant observed that Russians are preparing Soviet people for 
improved relationship and peace with the U.S. They have prepared a 
special newsreel about Khrushchev 1 s visit to the U.S. and have issued a 
book dealing with friendship between the U.S. and the U.S.S.R. Informant 
said the theme in Russia today is for friendship with the U.S. and he 
described the enthusiasm for better relationship and peace with the U.S. 
as being almost like that at a revival meeting. 

Informant further noted that as q result of his trip to the 
U.S., Khrushchev is more popular in ,Russia*. informant is of opinion that 
President Eisenhower will receive a tremendous reception in Russia. He 
noted that the President is affectionately referred .to as "Ike" and as 
a great president. He further noted that there are no verbal attacks 
against Vice President Nixon and he is also referred to affectionately 
as **Dick. n 


Reaction of Chinese Communists to Khrushchev's Peaceful Coexistence Line: 

Informant noted that while the peace sentiment is prevalent in 
the U m S.S.-R.., he received the opposite : fee lirig upon entering China. He 
noted that Khrushchev spoke at a banquet held in Peking in connection 
with the 10th anniversary celebration and during his speech emphasised 
the need for peace. While at the conclusion of the speech there was 
applause, it was not a tremendous applause. Informant further noted 
that the Chinese communist leaders spoke about the need to defeat U.S. 
imperialism and Chinese speakers avoided discussing Khrushchev's visit to 
''the U.S. At the October 1 parade in connection with the 10th anniversary 
celebration, informant noted the emphasis by > China was on the Chinese 
military might. 

Russia - China Differences: 

V Informant noted that there are certain differences existing 

Ibetween the Russians and Chinese. For example, the Russians state that 
nthey do not agree with the commune system in China but qualify this to the 
I extent that conditions' in China may be ^different -than those- in Russia. - - 
Another example of differences between Russia and China was the fact that 
the Russians were not invited to a conference of Latin American delegates 
held in Peking. In fact, the Russians learned of this conference later 
from the Latin Americans. There was no photograph of Khrushchev at the 
10th anniversary celebration although photographs of Chinese leaders plus 
Marx, Lenin and Stalin appeared opposite the reviewing stand for the parade.

In reference to the United Nations, the Chinese emphasised that 
they did not want to> get into the United fictions unless the United Nations 
meet Chinese demands* They said they are hot fighting to be recognised 
nor to be a member of the United Nations. 

Lebanon and Oiiemov Cnises : 

(In reference to the Lebanon and Quemoy crises, the Chinese 
stated that they were prepared for an atomic mar. They remarked that 
communes are, self-sufficient whereas if electricity is cut off^from a 
city such as- New Tprjc/ it would be paralysed. 

U. S. 'Urnpe rial i sm n : 

Luring his meeting with Liu Shao-chi, Liu voiced the opinion 
that U.S. imperialism is being compelled to maneuver and change its 
position because its previous policy has proved to be bankrupt. In this 
regard, informant and Liu discussed articles in the 10-4-59 issue of 
n The Worker n containing statements *by CPUSA leaders reflecting their 

(optimism for future activities of the CP in the U.S. Liu said that 
China^plahs to. [discredit ^imperial ism poll cies and later -permit them do . -_- . 
recognise China. He stated that prior to allowing, the imperialists to 

(recognise China,, they will have to withdraw statements made that China has 
been .an, aggressor and the imperialists must withdraw their troops from 
China, territory . Liu stated that U.S,. f imperialism at the present time is 
not aiming its main- bl^ows against .socialist countries. While the U.S. 
util ises the slogan of 8$vuggl& against communism .on a world-wide .scale, 
U.S. imperialism is actually trying to capture the so-called neutral 
nations in Asia and Africa, those countries which have not lined up with 
communism or with capitalism* He stated that when the U.S. extends itself 
into these areas, it is digging its own grave because these people will 
rise -up against 'them.

As rioted previously, arrangements bad boon already made 
for MORRIS and SYLVIA CHliDS to proceed by jot plane from Moscow 
to Poking upon their arrival in Moscow so that thoy would bo in 
Poking by September 28, 1959, for tho opening of festivities in 
connection with tho celebration of tho 10th Anniversary of thq 
founding of tho People's Republic of China* Therefore, there was 
only a ptop-over of approximately threo hours in Moscow. 

NIKOIAI VMDIUI^OVICH MOSTDVETS, Eoad of tho Nor^h and 
South American Section of tho International Department of the 
Central Committee of the Communist Party of the Soviet Unibn 
.(CPSU), and his assistant, ALBKSEI ANDREEVICH GRECHUKHIN, We*o at 
the airport during this thrbo-hour stop-over. At that $ime, thoy 
askod CHIIDS to give them any documents for them from tho United 
States, since thoy were afraid that once ho got to China ho would 
not be able to leave China with this material. During this dis- 
cussion, CHILD S complained about the lack of direct contact in 
tho TJni$ed States and pointed out that, certain things, such .as 
tho f ailure of DANNJT GREEN, son of GIL GREEN, to obtain a visa 
for travel to Russia, could have bo&n avoided if direct contact 
had been maintained in the United States. 

Upon tho roturg of CHILDS to Jloscow from Peking on or 
about Octobor 17, 1959, a bill of particulars was prepared in 
contemplation of a meeting with loading members pf tho Qontral 
Committee of the CPSU. Iti this bill of particulars, CHILDS listed; 
£ome political problems and also the problom of a lack pf direct 
contact in the United States. 

BiOSTOVETS and GRECHUKHIN stated, in regard to a lack of 
contact, that in the last few months the CPSU has not done any- 
thing in tho United States which might adversely affect relation- 
ships between Russia and the United States. Thoy also said that 
there wore some technical reasons for breaking off the contact 
with MORRIS and JACK CHILDS. 

During tho formal meeting with MIKHAIL SUSLOV and OTTO 
KUUSINEN, members of tho Presidium of the CPSU, and BORIS P0N0MAREV 
Hoad of tho International Department of the Central Committee of 
the CPSU, on Octobor 28^ 1959, PONGSIAREV stated that thorb has to 



be direct contact boiweou the Communist Party - USA (CPUSA) rind 
tho CPSU, but that the United .States might not bo the test place 
for this contact. Ho stated that Paris, Rone, Prague, or most 
any place outside of the* United States would be a better place 
ior contact for the coming period of tiao; However,- they would 
take note of CHILDS f complaints in regard to a l&ck of contact* 
the failure to deliver ill of the funds promised to tho XJPtfSA by 
the CPSU, etc., and that ,T sbmo other department 11 t/ould take up 
the details v/ith, gHXXDS* 

On tho very noxt day , October 29, 1950, MOSTOyETS and 
GRECHUKHIU camp to the apartment whetfe CHIEDS was staging. <This 
is the . same apartment at which CHILDS has stayed on all- three 
trips to M03C0W* Jt is locatod at 9 Gorky Street* JOHN PITMAN 
is staying at this address ia Flat #8* MOSTOYETS and GRECHUKHIN 
told CHILDS that at 3:00 P;H. on Friday* October 30, 1959, 
"Comrade PETER' 1 Would come to his apartment and would; discuss 
direct cpntact in the United (States with him. 

At approximately 3:00 P.M. on October 30, 1959, "Comrade 
PETER 11 arrived alone at the apartment and Introduced himself as 
"Comrade PETER'*,. CHILDS* usual translator, YURI JVANOV, was 
supposed to havft been present and to have introduced "Comrade 
PETER* 1 to CUIUDS. IVANOY arrived at the apartment about five 
minutes after .the arrival of ''Comrade PETER"'.. 

"Comrado fiETER" speak^ English with an accent, s&d at 
tiroes had to grope for wprds. He is described as follows;

"Comrade PETER 1 *" said that lie had spent a f oy years in 
the United States* He is married and has at least one child. 

"Comrade PETER" paid, Do you know that VIADIHIR BARKOVSKY 
told us that Immediately after he had made contact with you, ho 
noticed F.B.i. Agonts following him? This is one of the tdasons 
v/hy ho had broken off the contact ♦ At that time, the breaking 7 
off of tho contact had very little to do with US-USSR relations 
or tho exchange of visits between KHRUSHCHEV and EISEtfKOTYER, it 
\ms. purely a technical matter*. 


' "Comrade ESTER** asked if CHIIBS had gone New York 
from Chicago by automobile or if ho had goho by pl$ne. Did ho 
use a name other than his own? Ho also asked if CHILD3 had gono 
to the office of the CPUSA while ho was in Now York City for the 
contact* He also asked, Did you make sure that yoii tfero not fol- 
lowed? He further asked, Are you sure that you did not talk to 
anybody about VLADIMIR, that you did not use his name in any con~ 
vdrsationa with Comrado DEHHIS or with your brother, JACit? 

Taking tho offensive, CHILDS replied, took, 'Comtade 
ESTER", I am not a raw recruit. Wo aro used to fighting "the 
bnomy" in thd United States 4 X checked, double checked and 
triple chocked to make sure that I was not followed when I met 
VLADIMIR. CHIUiS also stated, Your maps for the meeting place 
wero all wrong. As far as it is humanly possible to know* I do 
not tkibk that tho . following of yiADlHIR. had anything to do with 
mo. Furthermore, if you know anything about our Party, you fcnotf 
that we -do not uso names in dany Instances. Whon it is necessary 
to refer to a name, we write tho name on a piece of ;paper and 
then burn the paps?*. Anyway, 1 did not even rpmomber VLARIUIR's 
name until you just gave it to jap* ' 

"Comrade EEXER" replied, We will go over the ground 
,again to deja tfhat may havd arousbd^tho suspicion of the F.B.I. 
Or some othe^ intelligoneo. agency in the United States, 

"Comrade KSTBR" thei^ discussed possible times and places 
for future meo tings in the trnited Statds. Ho mentioned, vhat 
had been stated proyioijsly, that the wookend is a good time for 
a meeting, since the F.B.I. , factories &nd offices do not work 
on weekends . CHILDS protosted that. ao3t CPOSA meetings are hold 
on weekends and this would be a dif f icuit time f pr him tp have a 
meeting. "Comrade jpETER" also suggested that a meeting might be ! 
held outsido How York City. He said that this meeting could be 
at a previously a&*oed to restaurant on a turnpike, or throughway 
pomowhoro between tfetf York City and Chicago. 

"Comrade PETER" ruled out Manhattan as a meeting place . 
Ho explained, Our people aro known to tho F.B.I. Furthermore , 
pooplo fro* other Socialist countries or other countries in the 
United nations know our pooplo. Thoro is rt chanco i;hat our pqbple 
might run into an acquaintance in Manhattan. If tho meeting 
takes place outside of Manhattan, there is Jeps chanco that our 
people will moot a.n acquaintance, and there will bo moro opport- 
unity for our pooplo to determine whether or not they aro boi**g 
followed. 


•'Comrade PETER" said that they would chock and xecheck 
in regard to what happen©)* concerning VIADIUIR and he would then 
come back to see CHILDS in one or two days* At this point, CHILDS 
said that it appears; to him tha;t ho was being hold completely 
responsible for the security of any meotings. He said that he 
would not assume lull responsibility for security* CHILDS also 
asked what tfpuld be wrong with a direct contact between the CPSU 
and, the CPUSA in Canada* provided that it could be done without 
any assistance from the Communist' Party of Canada, ^'Comrade PETER" 
replied that he would find out about this* since ho could only 
give Answers in rogard to any contacts in the United States. 

"Comrade PETER" said that when he .returned in a day or 
two, ho -would have maps, and concrete information. He jsaid that 
he feels that there <can be four or five actual meetings a year in 
the United States without anything being detected. Toward the 
close of this conversation, ^Comrade PETER" became ;ratheir friendly 
arid exhibited to CHILDS a photograph of hid wife and, bab£. 

On Saturday, October 31 / 1.959, 1I0ST0VETS and GREGHUKHIN 
again appeared ai CHILDS* apartment, CHILDS told them that 
"Comra.de PETER" had visited him, CHILDS Complained that he did 
not like the manner in, which the problem of security of contacts 
in the United States was presented to him* He also* complained 
that they were trying to giVe him too much responsibility for the 
security' of any meetings between a representative; of the CPUSA 
and : $ representative of the CPSU in, the United States, CHILDS 
said , If you put. the entire responsibility for security ox* me , 
I will not agree to any contacts, MOSTOVETS and GREGHUKHIN. said 
that they had .nothing to do with this, that they are only respon- 
sible for Party organization and political problems , but that they 
would take up CHILDS* complaint with the "other department", 

".Comrade PETER" returned to CHILDS* apartment on ITovem- 
ber 2^ 1959, at 3:00 R,M, Ho said he had been in contact with 
VLADIMIR, VIADIHIR said that last April he^ tided to keep in 
contact with you, but that you did not keep up the contact. He 
said that he had telephoned JACK CHILDS 1 place of business on th^ee 
separate occasions and each time some answering service replied, 
HORRIS CHILDS statod that ho had told VJJVDIMIR that JACK CHILDS 
>was haying ear trouble at ihatttime and that he might havq td bp 
away from the city for a few days. 

Nea;t, "Comrade PETER" stated, We questioned VLADIMIR in 
regard to the dates and places when ho said that he was being fol- 
lowed. We know that he was followed. However, wo are inclined 


to belietvb that it may not have had anything to do with you. At 
about tho timo ho was followed, the Bfclshoi theatre group was ia 
Hdw York City* VLADIMIR was getting^ a lot of tolophono calls 
ifron peoplo who wanted tickets for their pbrforoanco. ^Tho callous 
would say* VIADIHIR, I liavo got to 300 you. Sine© the calls madQ 
it appear as if there night, bo some \socrpt mooting * and since 
the F^Bil* undoubtedly intercepted tho calls, the F.B.I, may have 
thought that VIADIMiri wrts meeting someone about something else. 

tn response to this, CHILDS said that ho had worked on 
a plan to contact VLADIMIR, but that VLADIMIR had told JACK; CHILDS 
that ho did not want t6 sop MORRIS CHILDSi So,- it was VIADIUIR 
rcfho cancelled out on the appointment. 

Thou "Comrado PETER" said, Lot's forgot about it and 
start , all over again and lot's oven hoop the previous mooting 
placb w HcGary's Restaurant. "Comrade PETER" had a map of How 
Yorl: City with him. Ho asked GUILDS if hd. thought thdt CHIU)S 
would recognize VIADIBIR, When GUILDS rbplipd that ho thought 
that ho could, "Comrade PETER" said. All right, we will dispondo 
with tho pass word, but T/oar a band-aid on your loft index f ingor. 

Host, "Comrade ?ETER" askod if ho thought that VLADIMIR 
would recognize JACK CHIfcDS or if JACK CHILDS would rocognizo 
VLADIMIR. Whph K03RIS CHILDS Replied that ho. bpliovod they would 
recognize each other, ''Comrade PETER" said, Mo might be back to 
your brother's place. It is not a bad placo for a meeting, sinco 
there are* two entrances to the building, more than one elevator, 
and stjiir wolls, and your brother is aloho in his office It 
ctxn be used as a place to drop off a packagd or a written; message. 
VLADIMIR might deliver some fconoy to your brothor. Tell your 
brother that such a thin£? may occur before you see VLAPltlin. Vfe 
will not have to wor^y about an^ method of identification. 

Noxt, "Comrade PETER" asked when MORRIS CHILDS laight " 
be able to meet VIADIUIR and then suggested November 26, 1959 ~~ 
Thanksgiving Day. CHILDS protested that his Communist Party Dis- 
trict might hold its Convention on that wookond. It was finally 
agrood that tho meeting would be sot for 7; 00 P.M. on Tuesday 
evening, November 24 * 1959, at llcGary'o Restaurant, 

"Comrade PETER" said, You go to Kow York City, but do 
not go tq thd office of tho CPUSA* Be careful that you are not 
being followed. When you rocognizo VLADIMIR, walk to King's Park; 
VIADIUIR ^will follow you and will giyo you a sign of recognition., 
This will give you a further opportunity to see if you aro being, 
followed. VIADIUIR will probably take you to somo restaurant. 


If the mooting does not occur ,on November 24, 1959, the Jiext date 
will be the same time on the .following day, November 25, 1959, 
But on this day, you should go to the Torahouso Restaurant, at 
138-39 Queens Boulevard. 

"Comrade PETER" then stated, Wo should make the follow- 
ing: arrangement, in case nothing happens on either. November 24 of 
25, 1959 # On the first Tuesday in January, 1960, and the firs^ 
Tuesday ia February, I960, you should bd at McGary's Restaurant 
at 7:00 P,Ui HOwever, if you meet VLADtMIR on November 24 or 25, 
1959, the two of you will set up regular and emergency meeting 
places. 

"Corar;ade PETER 11 said, 'Arrangements will also have to .be 
made for special meetings,. If you want to see VLAfolMIR on a 
certain day - 9 call him the preceding day at 8:35 and say, I can 
fix your rof rigoratpr tomorrow. If JACK CHIXDS. wants to £ee 
VLADIMIR;, he should call at 8:35 on the. preceding day and say, 
This is the plumber, how about fixing your faucet tomorrow? If 
JACK CHILDS calls and *want3 to mate ^n arrangement for you to see 
VLADIMIR, he will say, I can fix your refrigerator tomorrow. If 
VLADIMIR wants to see either one of you, hp will call JACK CHILDS, 
stty hello, and then say This is- the wrohg number, (It is assumed 
th&t there would be an identification of tho voice of VLADIMIR, ) 
Then JACK CHILDS should call VLADIMIR at. 8:35. andthe meeting Would 
be the following day, 

"Comrade PETER 11 then stated that all of these arranger 
merits wjLll be dependent upon a successful first meeting between 
yXADIUIR and MORRIS CHIIJpS, He then asked tiORRIS CHILDS to repeat 
everything ho had said about meeting places, dates and times* 
etc. t When CHIU)S was, able to dp so, he replied, I am sure that 
you did not- make any mistakes in regard to. time and place? pif 
previously scheduled meetings with VLADIMIR, 

In regard to a possible meeting in Canada, "Comrade 
PETER" stated, For the next few months our comrades in .Canada 
would not want to meet with you. They do hot travel far during 
the winter 4aonth3, He again repeated that ho thinks thalt it Xb 
possible to have a fqw meetings in the United States without top 
much danger,

Then "Comrade PETER" said, We Kicked out it "spy" who 
was lxi charge oj? security in the American Embassy in Moscow. tVe 
caught him red-handed. We suspect that in retaliation the Unirtod 
States may grab one of our guys «- possibly VLADIMIR and kick 


him out, of the United Statds, If they grab VIADIUIR, wo will 
send sozaoone else to meet you. Ho will wear tho aajcb sign of 
recognition (a band-aid on tho loft index fihgdt). Ho will ask 
you if you, know where tho Morris KesttLurant io> and you will, 
reply that you aro going, in that direction and will point it out 
to hiia. Ho will reply, I have somq rogards f or ybu fron IIICHOIAS, 

MORRIS CHI1DS then stated that ho planned to keep the 
channels through the Cqinmunist tarty of Canada open and to utilize 
them from ticaa io time, just in case something night happen to 
disrupt tho direct fcont&rts in the United Stated 

Then "Coiarado PETER" aslsqd when MORRIS CHItDg could see 
VLADIMIR in ordOr to give hiia some information about the 17th 
National Convention of tho C3?USAv It was agrqdd that December 
16, 1S59, would bci a gobd possibility for 1 a meeting in regard to 
the National Cbnvention. 

"Comrade KSTER* r asain. raided the possibility of a 
third person so that MORRIS' CHIIDS would not have to poroonaiXy 
„ iueet with VLADIMIR. CHILD? Replied that he had a person lined 
up, Tout since there woro no contacts af ter April, he Is afraid; 
that this person is no lohgor available. QHILDS replied that ho 
would try to got d third p&psbn involved for the actual contacts ♦

Upon tho return of UOREIS CHIIJ)S tp Moscow froa Poking;'?? 
hp asked ITIK01AI I30OT07ETS, Jfoad of tho llorth and South Aiaoricto . ^ 
Section of tho International Department of tho Central Cdasuittoo"^"* 
of tho Communist Pa3?ty Of tho Soviet Union (CPSU) , and his 
assistant,, AU3KSEI GlffiCIIUKHXN, tfhat had happened to tho proponed 
conference of Communist parties in North and South America. Thoy 
ropliod that a lot dependod pa tho Cosaaunist Party Of Argentina 
for tho sotting up of this conference. UotfevoE, a lot of changes 
had to bo jaado, since tho Conauniot Party of Argentina is nov/ 
do iactp* oypn though not do jure* illegal; Furthernorp, a vcrj^ 
important question of policy ca&o- up in tho discussing of this 
prpposqd conference, Tho question As, Should any CoriEiunist Parties 
^rpa north America be invited tp a conference of Latin American 
Co^sniot Parties* If both Worth and South American Communist 
Partipo participate in a conference, this oifibt give tho con- 
ference a ilavor of Pan-Americanisn. Comunist Parties are 
against Pan-Arcoricanisn bocauso United States iaperiaiissa uses 
it to dominate this 6v that country in the Ifootorh Edmiophoro. 

It should be notpd that the Latin Anorican delegates 
wore UOpt in an underground status both in Poking and Hoscot/, 
In Peking, thoy stayed in a compound of tha Central Coszalttoo of 
tho CoiHjaunist Party of China. This compound is surrounded with 
brick walls, topped With barbed ^ire, and id patrolled by sonirips. 

On October 30 * 1959, ALEKSEI GRECEUKHItf £old CHILDS 
that ho would bfc iaootins with soiao Latin Americans 1;bat evening. 
He told CHILDS that YURI IVANOV wuld pick hi* up at CHJLD3 f 
atfartaont, take bin to tha Latin Americans, and act as CHILDS 1 
translator At approximately 5:30 P.U. » IVAK07 arrived and bo and 
CHILDS travelled toTOJ^d tho Lonin Uill in Moscow. At tho basd of 
tho Lonin Hill and tp tho left of tho Uoscotf Vnivordity, they 
drovo alons a boulevard iwhick runs next to thp Moscow HiVor. In 
this area there aro stroots surrounded by fences * which aro a 
couple of storied high, Inpido those wills, there is \a city within 



a city* It may c6vor covoraj blocks, Within this area, there 
ire separate ccsnpoittidG which- are iloa foncod, in. Inside thoso 
6o2p0tinds are twfc and throo-stoijy palaces. CHIED3 and IVANOV 
went to one of 1;bo30 palacos. They wore taken to a vory largo 
library ijisido the palafco. Several Latin Americans wore in tho 
library. Also present was a Rusaiin-Spanioh translator, who .had 
aloe acted as a translator at tho mooting of Latin American dele- 
gates to the 21qt Congress of the CPSU. KORRIS CI1ILDS wao iiitro* 
ducodi to thosG procent iti tho library. Among tho/30 presont ^oro 
VICT03IO CODOVILIA, head of the 4plC3atibn of the Costauniot 5?ayty 
of Argontina to the 10th Annivoraary of 4 the if oundins o£ tho 
People's Republic of China. Also prdsont was AHIBAL ESGALAirTE. 
When GUILDS learned that ESCAIANTE 3poakQ English, it was decided 
that they would dispenso with tho of translators and would, go 
upstairs to a largo sitting room, ind have a private discussion 
there. 

, ESCALAHTE said that ho is a Secretary of the Cosmtrunist 
tarty of Cuba and that; he worts closely with BIAS ROCA. Hk is - 
described as follows;

ESCALAllTE said that ho was glad to ace CHILDS. Ho 
stated that while JOS NORTH did a good, job in Cuba, they tfduld '/ 
likd to have nore direct contact with the Coanunist Party - JJSA 
(CX>USA)- However,, they find it difficult to travel to the United 
States, CHIIDS aoked what had happened to arrangements ior a 
contact in X?ew York City, since these arrangements wore niado over 
a year afcd a half aso. ESCALAllTE replied that the porpon thoy had 
in nind for contact in Mew Yorfc ran. into, trouble Tvith tha intel- 
ligence agencies, but that they wore able to make contact wi$h 
the CPU3A through sosioono living in How York City, 

Noxt, ESCAIAOTE said, I wrtnt to toll yotl southing 
about our revolution. Tho Quban rovolutioa is. fundamentally 
doopef than what In visible. Uni tod States imperialism v/ould liko 
to know what is happening in Cuba. 


ESCAIAKTE then stated that first of all ho wants CHILD3 
to toll tlie CPUSA that the workers* the peasants, and tho potty 
bourepoisio aro ldadins tho revolution* Further, that the Com- 
munists In Cuba have doop roots anons tho people. Tlio Coiaiaunists 
have ontronched thonsblvos in this bourgeois democratic rovolution ' 
but wo Coisiauniots intond to so further than tho bourgeois donocrfcti 
rovolutipn* 

Continuing j ESC&LAKTE said, Tho land reform law is not \ 
only an agricultural reform United 3tatos imperialism owns one \ 
million hoctaroa of land in Cuba* ITnitpd Stated i&perialion is \ 
the biggest landlord in Cuba, Therefore, tho land reform law is \ 
also a blow against imperialist!. This is why your bourgeoisie is \ 
so frantic in regard to tho. Cuban revolution and particularly in 
regard to tho agriculttiral roforn law. Eo said, the leadership 1 
of the Cuban revolution id in tho hands of tho national petty 
bourgebisio that is, the patriotic bourgePisIoI ~* 

Next, ESCAIAIITB stated, EIDEL is not a HASSER. Ho is 
jbl national potty bourgeoisie,, Eo is developing and progressing. 
The rovolution is being deepened with oach day* FIDEL is an anti* 
imperialist and lie is firm in this attitude. 

Then ESCA1A1JTE said, The revolutionary potfor in Cuba I 
is not only- to be found in tho Croyornmont pr in tho Catoiilot, but { 
also in tho asrariatf reform movonont^ which is in tho -hands of; 
the Left. It is also in the armed forces, which aro in tho hands 
of tho Loft, Tho Loft is dlsb gaining in tho Cabinet* Wo kicked 
out tho Minister of Labor, MANUEL EEBHAtJDEZ, recently* Eo was a 
Richt-wingor. 

IText, ESCAIAOTE stated, tfhon tho fornor President of 
Cuba, UAHUEL UUHITEIA, was liicfcod out, tho Government began to novo 
to tho .Left, the present tiine, tho new Cabinet id balanced* 
in the armed forces, tho Left is prodoninont. ousted : thp toad 
of, the Army and ho is now in prison. The present Govornmont has 
saashbd tho old array apparatus,, tho old polico apparatus, and tho 
accept polico apparatus ha3 boon dostroyod. Tho amy now consists 
90$ of peasants and workers, and chief ly thoso who Sought with 
tho guerrilla fPrcos. 

ESCALA1ITE stated that tho agrarian roforn is a govorji- 
nont within a government. Tho agrarian reform is being put into 
lifo. Kbwovor, wo ^ill not natidncilizo many industries. Wo will 
restrict thoso holdings of Unitod States imperialism. Wo will 
tax thorn. In soae of tho industries, wo will roduco tho prices*

For oxamplo, tho prioo of oloctricity and of telephone sorvico 
and other utilities has boon reduced. This price' reduction will 
make those utilities unprofitable for your imperialists. Wb 
will not need a law to nationalize then. The reduction in pricos 
will do then more horn and from a practical point of view will 
not ijivo 7°v? bourgooioio a pretense to attack us. What we are 
doing is to cake Unitod States imperialism desperate They aro 
sending arrogant notes to U3. Thoy aro in collusion with BATISfA'o 
men and aro sending planes from Florida to Havanna in order to 
strafe and bomb the civilian population. 

Continuing, ESC4LAIJTE statod that thoso acts of United 
Statos imperialism are arousing a big protest movomont, and 
FIDEL 's speeches against United States imperialism aro getting 
stronger. In a rocont speech! his languogo was so strong that 
the United States State Department protested this language. 

Then ESCALAITTE said, United States imperialism wants 
to provoke something in Cuba in order to dostroy tho revolution* 
United States imperialism, is, acting in throe ways that is, 
economically $ . politically and militarily. We aro already J>oginning 
to ieol the economic pros3uro. United 3tatos imperialism has 
reduced tho sugar quota. Even that su#ar which is purchased by 
the United Statos is being kopt in Cuba in order to depress tho 
prices. However, this depression of tho prices was broken, when 
tho Soviets purchased bno-half million tons of sugar. 

ESCAIAHTE statod that 80% of Cuban imports cose from 
the United States, and 605S of (Cuban exports go to tho. United 
States, Ho said, W6 depend on tho United States for raw material 
for industries. Furthermore, our banking institutions aro so 
interchanged with United States banks that tho latter can disturb 
our monetary relatibns. 

ESCAIAOTE said, We axe planning to fight all of* this and 
hero is how wa are going to do it: (1) We aro going to establish 
isolations with all countries; (2) We are going to make an effort 
to produce all of our agricultural commodities; and (3) Wp aro 
going to adopt economic and political measures to fight off tho 
dollar attack on the peso. 

ESCAIAilTE emphasized, I believe we can fight back and 
keep the United Statos from breaking ud economically* 

Hext, ESCAIAHTE said, The United States wants to 
isolate Cuba from, the rest of Latin Amorica by slandering us a& 
a country which is not a democracy and by charging us with being 
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Communists* The Vol tod States Government is utilizing other 
reactionary Latin American governmonts in order to carry oh 
sabotage against "us. la fact, they havo been dropping para- 
chutists for espionago and sabotage work in Cuba. TJaeso para- 
chutists are dropped from American pianos. However, wo are Ssuro 
wo can fight thom and can beat thom. 

Thon EECAIAliTE stated that the United 3tatofc uses two - 
methods against Cuba, tod these are: (X) Tho United States usoa 
wha/t wo call "Latin American bands 11 to hit us. They are organiz- 
ing in San. Domingo and in Mexico. They u£e mercenaries and send 
them to Cuba, but it is not easy for them. Even if they should 
organize a big mercenary army and send it to Cuba, we can defeat 
them. (2) There, is a possibility ot direct intervention oh tho 
£art of United States imp3rialism. This is not out of tho ques- 
tion; Tfe will fight back, no matter how difficult it is. We ^ill 
resist and we have the planes for such resistance. We will not 
defend our larger cities. We will fight in the mountains, in the 
woOdis, and in the fields. Mo will fight them and we know how to 
fight ias guerrillas. They will bo sorry that they evor invaded 
Cuba. 

Uofct, ESCALAHTE said, It is important that the CPUSA 
jfcnows all of this. The Cuban revolution is arousing all of Latin 
America. Others will follow the example of Cuba; For this 
reason, United States imperialism will do* every thing^possible 
to try to destroy 

ESCAIAlifTE also stated that United* States imperialist 
expects that Cuba will ask for the abrogation of the treaty -in 
regard to the Naval base at Guantanaino Bay* At least for the 
time being, Cuba will not do this. Cuba will not allow itself 
to be provoked. G]ins qan be trained pn Cubii f rqm Florida^ in 
any ca£e. Tberefdare, Cuba will not parmit any provocation; which 
can be used, as an issue against it. , 

Next, ESCALAHTE talked of the influence of the Commu- 
nist !Party %n Cuba. Ho said that in; Cuba tho Communist Party has . 
increased its influence and is growing stronger* However, they 
are under the eyes of African Intelligence. Eo statod that whijo 
the Communist Party ig strong in Cuba, it does not want to over- 
estimate its strength. 

Then ESCALAIJTE stated that while they were In Peking, 
the Latin American Communist Party delegates got togother and 
decided to hplda Peopled Congress of Latin America * Eo said 
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that ho was emphasizing Latia Amorica. Ho oxplainbd that to call 
any othor type of congress would bo to ape Pan-Ariericaiiism. He 
statod that such a congress would bo called by outstanding liberal 
poraonalitios, ouch ao former Prosidont LA2AR0 CARDEItAS, of Mexico 
ARII70 (phojadtic), of Brazil; JOIIGB ALESSAJJDRI, of Chile; and FIDEL 
CASTRO, of Cuba* 

As this, discussion drew to a close, ESCAXAOTE and CHILDS 
agreed that it is necessary to establish contact between the CPUSA 
and tlio Communist Party of Cuba. ESCALAHTE said that if CHIIDS 
comes to Cuba, ho can moot with someone who will put bin in touch 
with either BSCALANTE or with BUS RQCA. , (ESCALAOTE gave CHILDS 
an address , which will bo furnished later). CHILDS should say 
that he was sent by Elr* CARTER, CHILDS gave ESCALANTE the 
address of JACK CHIIflS in New York City. Anyone from the Commu- 
nist Party of Cuba contacting JACK CHILDS should say that ho was 
sent, by Dr. JOSE VALDES. HORRIS CHILDS also provided ESCAL/ilJTE 
With a post office box number in Chicago tor any special ttotos. 

At this ppint, ESCALAKTE montionod that WALDO PRANK has 
been waiting very well about Cuba* fio suggested the possibility 
that someone try to roach FRAM in order tp got him to carry on 
B campaign for tho defense of th6 revolution in Cuba and a cam*? 
paign gainst Wall Street imperialism., 

ESCALAirfE also paid to CHIIJ3S,, Maybe you could ask 
EUGENE DENNIS and your leadership to locate a Congressman in order 
to ask him to insert something in tho Congressional record expos- 
ing tho meddling of Wall Street in (taba during the time BATISTA 
was in powor. 

In conclusion, ESCA1ANTE said, Give our; greetings to 
FOSTER., and DEHNIS; Tell thorn that the Communist Party of Cuba is 
istrong and that it is growing every day* oven if this/ is not 
announced. 

CHILDS and ESCAIANTE then procoedod to tho dining room, 
Where several Latin Americans were gathered for dinner. CHILDS 

at next to VICTORIA CODOVILLA, of Argentina. CODOVILLA is about 
seventy years of ago and has gray thinning hair. Ho is about , 
5 '9" tall* and weighs about 175 to 180 lbs. Ho dpos not opotik 
Engjish. YURI IVAHOV.and tho Russian-Spanish translator assisted 
in the conversation. 

CHILDS asfcod CODOVILLA about the possibility of a Pan- 
American Conference. CODOVILLA said he felt that a ponference in 
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the Western Eonisphero should include delegates from Worth 
American countries, no said that it would bo all right ns- long 
oo those delegates ar# against United States imperialism. 

CODOVIUA> who acted as if ho would havo nucb to cay 
about arrangements for any such conference, said that in view of 
tha fact that CHILDS had raised this natter, and because there, 
has boon no decision as yot in regard to representation to such 
a conference, thby wi^l consider representation froia Horth A&orica. 
Ho qaid that at this proposed conference thbro nay be in attendant 
sorao government officials, although they will spoak as individuals 
and not in behalf of their govermaonts* Eo repeated that ho is 
6f tho opinion that sympathetic fraternal dol&gatos from Horth 
America should bo invited to such a conference. 

COliOVILLA, during his remarks, stated that details for 
this proposed conference were being discussod and worked out in 
Havanna, 

Since EUGENR DENNIS and GUS BALL had requested KOHRIS 
CHIIJ)S to take up, tho question of the defense of tho legal ^rights 
of the CPUSA, CHILDS mentioned this during the discussion with 
C0PPVILI4 and tho other Latin Americans present jit this dinner.. 
A CPUSA document explaining the IlcCarran Act and tho merabGrohip » 
clause of tho Smith Act had been distributed in Moscow by WILLIAM: 
WSINOTOJIE. CiJI LBS asked that thoro bo protects by other Coiamunist 
Parties about how tho United States Government illogalissos tho 
Coimuaist Party. Tho anti-Comnninist legislation should bo linked 
up with tho new labor reform laws. CHILDS ndkod that all o$ this 
Tie given publicity in the Latin American Ccsnaunifct press. Ho 
also suggested the possibility of demonstrative acts to demand 
legal rights for the CPUSA. CHILDS said that ,it was up to the 
Latin American Communist Parties' ,as to whether thesb actions for 
tho legal rights of tho CPUSA should be linkod up With demand 
for amnesty for political prisoners, in tho United States. 

At tho dinner table, CHILDS al30 gavo those present 
a briof report on tho situation in tho CPUSA . Ke said that thoro 
is unanimity in rogard to the draft resolution for tho 17th 
National Convention. Jle stated that thd CPUSA has oliminated 
revisionism and will fight sectarianism. Eo said that tho Party 
thinks that it will have a united leadership aftor the Convention* 
CHILDS stated that tho visit of IUKITA KB3USHCHEV to the United 
States indicatod some sontimont for peace in tha United Statp^; 
howdv^r, this issue has not yot boon resolved. CHIUja also spfckd 
etfcftut the growing evils of uneaployfcont in tho United States as 
a result of automation.

After this evening noal was concluded, CHILDS went up- 
stairs again, this timd for a private discussion with CODOVIXIA. 
The discussion with CQDOVILIA will bo set forth in a later report. 
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COIBJEOTS OF CG 5824-S* 


ANIBAL ESCAIAiJTE was evasive in answering any questions 
about the aizd of the Communist Party of Cuba* In the conversa~ 
tics with him and in conversations With NIKOIAI KOSTOVETS and 
ALEKSEI GRECHUKHIN, tho impression was received that the Communist 
Party of Cuba will try to increase its influence and generally 
expand its activities in Cuba. Yet, thifc will be done without 
actually creating a Communist regimew Xt isT believed that the 
Cuban Co^unists believe that the United States Government would 
not tolerate a Communist government in Cuba for even one dayv 
Further , that if a Communist government in Cuba was smashed , it 
might affect other Communist Parties in Latin America* 

Thus, the Communist Party of Cuba will place emphasis 
on the national cause , both from, an economic and from a political 
standpoint* This will be done until such time a3 there may )>e a 
change in the relationship of forces in Latin America* If such a 
change ofcciirs, the Communist Party of Cuba will bp entrenched 
and will be prepared to take? advantage of the change*. 

It appears that the Communist Party of China is very 
much involved in the situation in Latin America* particularly 
Cuba* The Chinese will teach the Cuban CommunislSs Ifixo methods 
of infiltrating everything to the nth degree* A decision not to 
fight in the larger cities would be a Chinese tactic. Also* the 
jpolicy of not giving the enemy a reason for pretense for a provo- 
cation is a .Chinese technique. 

How much support the Communist Party of Cuba gets from 
the CPSU is not known. It is certain, however, that the CPSU is 
Very much interested/ if it is not involved* in the situation in 
Cuba* The CPgtf cay urge ^he Communist Party pf Cuba to use 
caution, while at thq same time avoiding the. surrender bf position 
or influence* The CPSU will not abandon the Cofamxinist Party of 
Cuba* but it may urge the Communist Party 6t Cuba to slow down* 
In this respect, there may very well be a conflict between the 
IUisdians and the Chinese in regard to the policy which, should be 
pursued by the Communist Party of Cuba* 

In any Ovont* it is quite evident that the Communists 
are playing a very important role in Cuba*

Liu pointed out that the Comuniet party, USA* needs 
to adopt a positive program toinfora the Awrtoan working class 
that while the standard of living is high in the United Stated 
compared to other countries that it can be even higher under a 
socialist society. The African communists should continue to 
point out that if the syoiem th the .United States is* changed* 
the standard of living will be higher and things will be better 
generally, Liu said that although not mny will coryo to the 
side of'commnisn at present* as tine goes by people will listen 
to- the ocm&untsts 'and, will corns to the coiwunists* side. The 
Comtuntst Party* USA,, must adopt the aim of winning over the 
workers, farmers and other laboring people. The Conrnuntst Pdrty, 
USA, imst arouce gpedter interests in eocialisvi and gradually 
the workers will awaken.

Liu warned the ponmnist Party, USA, functionary that 
UnitOd states inporiajiisn is in a iife»and+death struggle and 
inasv&ch as the Conmntst Party, USA, opposes imperialism, it 
rjist be prepared for future attacks. Liu claihed that for 
practical purposes, the Communist Party, USA, is illegal although 
there way be a few legal triwnings* Be said his advice to the 
Commnist Party, USA, would be for it to carry out its work 
under non-party labels. According to Liu, the Cotimsnist Party* 
USA* should be divided into two parts* The first group would 
consist of those who are known as coxzunist leaders and should 
work in the open.. They should propagate cjfaiiuniQm through, the 
press find through other wans. The second group or organisation 
should consist of sqoret Party members mde up of those who workup 


in mass organisations* According to Liu, the more secret members 
thai the Commnisi Party* USA, has, the better it toil! be 
for the Party* Concerning this shite pointy Liu said that .

would be better to start a campaign in support of the 
Cohmirtist Party, USA, in the capitalist countries, especially 
the countries &htch clain to be democratic -and, pre , allies of 
the United States* He stated thai by this approach, "United States 
imperialism would be exposed and huch pressure would be placed,

; * In China* even nbro 00 than in Soviet Russia^ the 
Communist Party is the contzanding farce whetjher farms* tomurics, 
industries, governments?, college^ or any other organisations 
are concerned. In . each institution, the Communist , Party 
leader is directly involved and gives. leadership* Even in 
those instances where an individual carries the title of the 
head of a commune or the my or of a oity, if he jdces not also 
carry the Party title, th^n in each instance, there is a Party 
man to whom he is responsible. While the Russians have a 
similar system* the Ccmmnist Party in Russid does plfxce power 
in the hands of governx&nt officials, who do. not have a 
commissar standing, aver them constantly* The Comuhist Party 
of china places constant emphasis on Marxisn+Zcninisto* 
It places emphasis oh proletariat ihterndiiotialion to a vtuph 
greater extent thqn does the Comhunisi party; of the Soviet Union* 



Communist party of phfna vietos thc world outside 
of the socialist camp as being on the defensive and in a state 
of ertbts* It believes that the imperialist countries are 
confronted with revolt* particularly in the colonial and 
semicolonial countries* It 'further believes that the backward 
countries are in a state of passive revolt evert though oone 
of them may be aw*«.coEmniet#^^(U) 

The conwunist Party of China believes that the 
imperialists or capitalist countries, especially those which are 
not powerful such as India and Indonesia are faced with an economic 
crisis* That is, they are confronted with either a land problem, 
a Hunger problem, an unemployment problem, a lack of trade or <x^ 
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lack of finances* The Chinese conclude that the less powerful 
capitalist countries* therefore, rebel against their< dependency 
upon more povtitrful capitalist countries* The Communist Party 
of China feele that the socialist camp is growing stronger 
day by day in every sphere, economically, politically and militarily* 
Therefore, vihon the bourgeoisie or imperialists of any count rice 
want to negotiate or to twice a concession, this ia not due to 
a position of strength or to a spirit of compromise* It io due 
to a weakness* They believe that this statement also applies 
to the United States* Because of this reasoning, the 
Communist Party of China favors an international policy which; 
could be characterised <ta uncompromising or a policy which pushes 
aggressively for mximm concessions* ThroUQh this policy, the 
Chinese Covxvunist Party believes that imperialism will be kept 
off balance and communism will win out*j? (U) 

The, Communist Party of the, Soviet Onion in analysing 
imperialism claims that Lenin was correct, that imperialism is 
decaying and the oommuntst victory is assured* However, the 
Communist Party of ths Soviet Union states, that there will be a. 
long period of coexistence, especially in viizv) of the fact that 
there- are pouarful destmcttve weapons in the hands of both the 
capitalist and socialist systems* Therefore, at *bhis fine^ it is 
necessary to reach some understanding with the capitalist iaorld, 
particularly the United States* The? Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union believes that communism will win in the long run 
either b% demonstrating that it is a superior System or by 
example combined with revolution s< tthich may tOke place in the 
capitalist countries* Thus, at this time, the Communist Party 
of the Soviet Union does not favor 1 direct intervention or 
aggressiveness, to the same extent as the Communist Party &f China*^ \
